Farms? 
“Tin* well balanced system of farm ­ 
ing calls for diversification. 
Iii di­ 
versifying farm enterprises is there 
a {dace for sheep? 
There is a good 
time to think of how to improve our 
farm practice ami in so doing, let’s 
not overlook a chance 
to 
make 
a 
little money even though it will only 
pay the lured man for a month or 
two. 
Sheep me not now kept on many 
Illinois farms because it is thought j 
f that 
they 
cannot be produced eco­ 
nomically. It is very likely trite th at. 
sheep would not return a profit on 
many high priced farms in Illinois if 
they were kept as a side enterprise. 
On the other hand, a small flock on 
many farms will require only a small 
amount of care as ai* average for the 
year, and can be maintained on waste 
feeds to a large extent, 
W aste feeds 
w ill not do alone, however, for sheep 
need a liberal supply of protein and 
a legume roughage should form the 
basis of their ration when they arc 
not on pasture. Other enterprises are 
generally supposed to be more profit ^ 
able in tin* majority of cases than 
sh eep 
raising. 
Properly

small flock will not compete greatly 
w ith other farm stock and economic I 
production is possible if legumes and) 
waste feeds are utilized. Attention J 
boult! he given to both mutton aud , 
wool as approximately (Mi per cent of 
income horn a flock is from the -ale 
of lambs and 34 per cent from wool.!
